J. C. Hooper, principal of the School 
of Agriculture at Claresholm, and N. 
J. Noble, of Nobleford, spent Monday 
in Vulcan. Their business was the 
preliminary work in connection with 
the organized effort that is to be 
made to combat the grasshoppers. 
The department of agriculture of the 
Alberta Government has divided 
Southern Alberta into what have been 
officially designated as ‘‘Grasshopper 
control areas.’’ There are twenty-two 
of these areas, each composed of about 
seven organized and unorganized dis¬ 
tricts, and each area will be under the 
supervision of an official.

serious grasshopper plague in the 
history of the province. The Pest 
Act requires everyone to combat the 
grasshoppers. It compels Cauncils to 
take effective measures to destroy the 
pest. Any person who fails to com¬ 
ply with the regulations, or notices, 
or who obstructs any officer in the 
discharge of his duty, is liable to a 
fine of one hundred dollars, with 
costs. 

The Department of Agriculture will 
furnish supplies of poison bait in¬ 
gredients chiefly from Calgary, Medi¬ 
cine Hat and Lethbridge, and these 
will be sold to the organized and un¬ 
organized districts at half the usual 
price of such ingredients, f.o.b. Cal¬ 
gary basis. The department will pay 
the cost of distribution of such in¬ 
gredients to railway depot nearest to 
mailing centra. Each district is also 
advised to purchase one or more mix¬ 
ing machines so that properly mixed 
poisoned bait may be available in suf¬ 
ficient quantities. It is advisable that 
orders for poisoned bait and for mix¬ 
ing machines be placed as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Mixing machines.may be pur¬ 
chased from the Western Implement 
Firm, Limited, Regina, .and the U.G. 
G., Calgary. It is hoped that every 
person will co-operate to the fullest 
extent so that cost will be reduced as 
much as possible. 

Vulcan is in No. 6 area, but the ap¬ 
pointment of the official has not yet 
been made, and the details will be 
given later. Area No. 7 extends from 
Taber and Lethbridge in the south to 
near Kirkcaldy in the north, and will 
be under the supervision of Mr. N. J. 
Noble, with headquarters at Noble¬ 
ford, who can be reached by phone by 
calling Lethbridge R2107.

MADE IN CANADA

A nationally unexpected and sur¬ 
prising treaty between Germany and 
Russia was signed up on Sunday last, 
April 16, re-establishing full diplo¬ 
matic relations between them on.an 
equality basis and cancelling all war 
claims between them. Germany, as 
an admitted delegate to the Genoa 
Conference, was at once then con¬ 
sidered eleminated from further dis¬ 
cussion of the Russian question and 
her expected demand for such will 
prove a mortal blow to the conference, 
so it is reported.

The Good Clothes Habit Will 


Frank aI Skelbome, an Authority on Locusts and Pests 
Warns Farmers of the Necessity for 
' Prompt Action 


fcave You Money 


pea, mostly black in color and looking 
at your grain you will find the blades 
of wheat eaten away, and the stalks 
cut short with the ground; this is the 
early work of the locust. 

Report the matter promptly to your 
councillor or reeve and see to it that 
you procure a supply of bait, at once, 
and distribute it along your fence line 
and the borders of the field where the 
damage is, put it out on some bright 
morning, about sunrise, and in three 
days you will be reasonably safe. 

Here is something about the habits 
of the locust. 

When he leaves his egg casing for 
the outside world, like all tiny, newly 
bom insects he is very tender, and he 
wants warmjm; this he must have, 
especially^*! night timfts and so in the 
early sedges of his existence, although 
har-iS’very busy during the long sun¬ 
shiny dS^s^-aC rtight' he hunts cover; 
quite often then he comes back to the 
roadside to lie under dried grass and 
leaves, weeds and rough sod, or lumps 
of earth, and there he lies dormant 
with the cold until the early morning 
sun has sufficient power to warm his 
stiffened body; then he wakes up and 
the first thing he wants is something 


Do you realize what this means ? 

How many persons in Alberta have 
ever been through a real serious locust 
plague? 

I doubt very much if there are one 
hundred people in this vast province 
of ours, who have any idea of what 
might happen this year in the south¬ 
ern portion of Alberta. 

There are probably a few of our 
American settlers who formerly be¬ 
longed to Kansas, or some other state 
of the Union, who can visualize the 
tremendous swarms of locust which 
cleaned them out many years; but I 
do not think there is anyone else out¬ 
side of those few. 

Now this article is not meant to 
alarm any individual; it is simply a 
warning^ outsde of a few people who 
know what the real facts are in re¬ 
gard to egg deposits, the rest of tits' 
population is asleep; fortunately, the 
Greenfield government has come to 
life, and at the last sitting of the 
legislature, they passed an act, en¬ 
titled “An Act for the extermination 
of Agricultural Pests”, and voted $70,- 
000.00 to fight it this year. 

Now mark you, this menace has 
been constantly on the increase since 
1918, the first dry year after the wet! 
ones, about this time the locusts left 
the banks of the rivers and small 
streams, because of the dry spell: they 
migrated to the growing fields of 
grain which provided them with an 
abundance ef soft, succulent feed, and 
as they were not very numerous, very 
ensued, but—they

Golden Rule Has Place In Trade 


Some cynical persons have remarked that the 
Golden Rule has no place in business. They have taken 
the position that instead of doing unto others as you 
would have them do unto you, the only safe and sane 
plan is to do others before they have a chance to 
do you. 

Fortunately for business and for the. world, at 
large, however, these persons are few and far be¬ 
tween. The great majority of people are honest. 

It has been proven repeatedly that even in busii 
ness it pays to practice the Golden Rule, just as it 
has been proven repeatedly that “honesty is the best 
policy.’’ It not only makes a man feel better down 
in his heart when he employs the principle of the 
Golden Rule, but he finds that it is good business. 
This applies not only to the man who stands behind 
the counter and gives a full pound of sugar to the 
man who asks for a pound, but also to the man who 
stands on the other side of the counter and pays his 
money for that pound of sugar. 

DOES CONSUMER DO HIS PART? 

The consumer expects the merchant to be honest 
and square and give him his money’s Worth for every 
penny that he spends with him, but how often does 
the consumer stop and ask himself the question, “Am 
I being as fair and honest with the merchant as he 
is being with me?” The consumer not only expects 
the merchant to give him honest weight and full 
measure at the lowest possible price, but he expects 
a world of other things at the same time. .Nine 
times out of ten he expects the merchant to give him 
credit, and nine times out of ten the merchant does 
it. Many times he expects the merchant to “carry" 
him for three or four months before he. pays, for 
what he buys, and as many times the merchant does 
it. He expects the merchant to pay for advertising 
space in the church program which he is getting up, 
and the merchant.does it. He expects the merchant 
to “kick in’’ most liberally when he is raising a fund 
for the benefit of the town band, and the merchant 
does it. 

He expects the merchant’ to provide the bonus 
which is to be paid to obtain a new factory which 
will benefit the working man, the clerk and every¬ 
body else in the town, and the merchant does it. 'He 
expects the merchant to “come across” with a dona¬ 
tion to help the poor family which otherwise wopld 
become a charge upon the common funds of the 
community, and the merchant does. 


ANOTHER SIDE TO PICTURE 

Now, look on the other aide of the picture, Mr. 
Consumer decides that he needs a new suit of clothes, 
or Mrs. Consumer decides that she wants a new 
kitchen range, or some of the little Consumers ex¬ 
press a desire for a train of cars or a bobsled. Mr. 
Consumer picks up the big mail-order catalogue 
which the mail-order house has printed with his 
money or that of others like him, and he looks it 
over until he finds a picture that strikes his eye. 
It’s a picture of a ‘‘nifty" looking suit of clothes. 
Of course, he can’t feel the picture to see whether 
the cloth is as good as it looks; he can’t look the 
mail-order man in the eye and ask him whether he 
will guarantee it to wear fo^at least a month or six 
weeks; he can’t tell the mail-order man that he will 
drop in the first of the month and settle for it; he 
can’t tell the mail-order man that he wquld like to 
have a little of his business or a chance to do a little 
carpenter work or painting or plumbing for him, as 
long as he is buying his goods from him, for the 
mail-order man hasn’t any business or any work to 
give hid!. But the picture is a pretty one, so Mr. 
Consumer digs out his hard-earned cash, goes down 
to the post office, buys a money order and sends it 
to the mail-order man. 

After a week or ten days, or possibly two weeks, 
the suit arrives. It may be nothing like the picture. 
The cloth may be of poor quality. The chances are 
that it doesn’t fit at all. But there is nothing for 
Mr. Consumer to do but put the suit on and wear it. 
He can’t get his money back. He might send the 
suit back and the mail-order man might aend another 
in its place, but the chances are that it wouldn’t be 
any better than the first and Mr. Consumer would 
only be out the additional express charges. 

FOUND GOLDEN RULE PAYS 

Mr. Consumer found that it pays to remember the 
Golden Rule in business. If he had done unto the 
merchant as he would like the merchant to do unto

a meal right on the spot', 
does not die then, he goes out into the 
grain fields for a little green feed, and 
as a rule he does not come back; in 
his early life he dies quickly, a few 
hours does the trick; as he grows 
older it often takes three days, but 
he dies eventually. 

Now you see the reason why pois¬ 
oning to be effective must be done in 
the' early morning, and in the early 
stages of his existence; don’t mistake 
me, it is effective later on, but it 
takes more and it is a slower process; 
if you wait until the locusts are two 
or three weeks old, they have devel¬ 
oped sufficient wing power by that I 
I time to be half way across a field and I 
they won’t bother to come back to the I 
roadside at night time, any old shel¬ 
ter is good enough then; but there is 
a vast difference between poisoning a 
strip along a fence, or the edge of a 
fielij^nd the distribution of bait cover¬ 
ing half a section of land; it takes too 
much time and is very costly. 

Look for egg deposits now; dig in 
your pastures along the edge of 
sloughs, fence lines, road allowances, 
any place where grass grows, and the 
ground is hard, is the place where 
eggs are deposited; they look like 
grains of wheat, and are usually about 
half an inch to an inch below the sur¬ 
face; get the children on the job, and 
if awu find any egg deposits report

little damage 
stayed there; i 
sod along the roadsides and fence lines 
to their liking for breeding grounds, 
the result was, they deposited their 
eggs wjiich were fully hatched in 1919, 
another dry year; and they laid their 
eggs in the summer of that year, ail 
Over southern Alberta. „ 

1920 was the first bad year in a few 
localities; but outside of one or two 
municipalities, unfortunately, very 
little was done to check them. 

Last year, practically the whole of 
southern Alberta from the interna¬ 
tional boundary as far north as Olds, 
and east to the Saskatchewan bound¬ 
ary, was infected with billions of loc¬ 
usts and the egg deposit was enorm¬ 
ous. 

Even as far back as the spring and 
summer of 1920, the writer saw in one 
locality (roughly speaking about a 
township in extent) locusts so thick 
that on a rock about a foot square 
there were over three hundred; it was 
a common sight to see 6 on a blade of 
wheat, and they cleaned, absolutely, a 
field, sixty acres in extent, in less 
than ten days. 

My attention was drawn to another 
field of wheat, about -one hundred 
acres in all, which was eaten bare for 
twenty rods into the field from the 
roadside where they had hashed out: 
quick action with about one hundred 
pounds of poisoned bait saved this 
field from annihilation; in three days 
it was very hard to find one live locust 
in that wheat field, which proved to 
my entire satisfaction that poisoning 
does the trick. 

About eight tons of bait, was dis¬ 
tributed in that particular township, 
and the crops were save*! from entire 
destruction, but the yield of wheat 
was cut down about ten bushels per 
acre, on the average over this parti¬ 
cular section of country. 

As the summer advanced and the 
locusts attained the flying stage, less 
damage was reported; but one farmer 
in the same township, put in twelve 
acres of winter rye in August; about 
ten dayj later the field was a lovely 
green; two days later it was bare: the 
farmer thought it had died from some 
obscure cause: it died 'alright, the 
locusts did the trick. 

You see what happened was this; 
the grain fields were turning a nice 
golden color, they were no longer

the fact to your councillor, and watch 
your grain adjacent to the deposits 
when it appears above the ground 

We are likely to have them for the 
next two or three years; a wet year 
won’t harm them, neither will a cold 
spring with lots of snow; the only 
thing we can do is to poison the'm now, 
and wait until the parasites which are 
their natural enemies but it will take 
some tibie yet before we can hope for 
much help from this cause. 

Alberta is an ideal breeding ground 
for locusts, it might come to pass that 
when the host swarms, the numbers 
of them will darken the sky, as in 
biblical times; there would not be a 
living, green thing left alive which 
happened to be in their lne of travel; 
even the leaves of the trees would be 
eaten away, and they would leave be¬ 
hind them a country bare and devoid 
of vegetation, ruin and starvation in 
their wake. 

There will be enough hatched this 
year for this to happen.

The extent of land filing in the 
province of Alberta is indicated 
in the fact that during the year 1921 
the local lands’ titles office produced 
a revenue of more than half a million 
dollars. 

No more certificates for free freight 
on shipments of feed to points in 
Southern Alberta will be issued after 
April 80. This announcement has 
been made by the Department of 
Agriculture, and farmers in the t south 
are asked to take note of this. 

During the coming season it is ex¬ 
pected that a fleet of five airplanes 
will be in use for patrolling the 
forests of northern Manitoba. The 
air station will be at Victoria Beach, 
Lake Winnipeg, and the range of the 
air patrol will extend as far west as

The second regular meeting of the 
Council of the Municipal District of 
Marquis was held at Lake McGregor.

Spotted Fifty Fires in 1921. Ottawa 
Voted Million Dollars for Protection 

The preservation and replenish¬ 
ment of Canada’s forests came under 
brief r’eview in the commons last 
night on a vote of $1,000,000 for pro¬ 
tection of timber in Manitoba, Saskat¬ 
chewan, Alberta and the Northwest 
Territories, and the railway belt in 
British Columbia, tree culture in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, and 
inspection and management of fores¬ 
try reserves. 

Hon. H. H. Stevens, Conservative. 
Vancouver Centre, said the condition 
of Canada’s forests was becoming 
alarming, owing to the wasteful meth¬ 
ods of lumbering, forest fires and 
destructives insects. He asked whether 
the government was considering re- 
f orest rat ion and „ what steps were be¬ 
ing taken to take care of existing 
forests. - ~ m - 

Hon. Charles Stewart, minister of 
the interior, replied that re-forestra- 
tion was not being undertaken on a 
layge scale as reproduction was fairly 
satisfactory. An efficient fire preven¬ 
tion service was necessary, as the 
forests were depleted to the danger 
point. Good work was being done by 
the air fire patrols. 

Hon. Hugh Giithrie stated that over 
fifty incipient fires had been located 
by the air patrol stationed at High 
River, Alberta. He hoped the govern¬ 
ment would assist this branch of the 
air service. The item carried.
